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KILLED BY ROBBERS 
AT HIS BANK DESK 


AN ANGRY HUSBAND’S CRIME. 


THE CASHIER SLAIN IN BROAD 
DAYLIGHT. 


New Hampshire Man Yields His Life 
While Defending His Trust —Rob­

Somersworth, N. H., April 17.—Cash­ 
ier Joseph A; Stickney, of the Great 
Falls National Bank in this city, yield­ 
ed his life Friday after a desperate but 
futile struggle to prevent robbers from 
taking the bank’s cash. 
His lifeless 
body was found with the skull broken 
by a heavy stick and with the throat 
cut. 
The amount of booty secured by the 
robbers is a matter of conjecture. All 
the cash except a $5 gold piece is miss­ 
ing, and this is estimated to be $6,000, 
though it may be much more. No one 
but Stickney knewr how7 much was in 
the vault at the time. 
One remarkable feature, showing the 
hurried manner in which the robbers 
did their work, is the fact that they 
overlooked $100,000 in United States 
bonds, kept in one of the drawers of 
the vault. None of the negotiable pa­ 
per or bank securities was touched, the 
robbers having evidently 
determined 
to take nothing but cash. 
It has always been customary for 
Cashier Stickney, and the bank clerk, 
Mrs. Parker Swazey, to close the bank 
at 
noon 
and 
not reopen* it 
until 
2 o’clock. 
Friday Mrs. Swazey left 
her desk at the usual time, but the 
cashier remained looking over the ac­ 
counts, and it is thought he was pre­ 
paring to go out when the robbers en­ 
tered. 
At 2 o’clock Frank P. Reed went up 
the staircase of the bank building and 
found that the thick plate glass in the 
front outside door of the bank had been 
completely shattered. 
He at once no­ 
tified City Marshal Eaton, and they 
broke in the door and found the body 
of Stickney. His head had been nearly 
severed from the body, and was marked 
with several deep gashes and bruises 
made by a heavy blackjack, the skull 
being crushed in. 
Physicians who have examined the 
body say it is apparent that the victim 
was pounded to death. 
Another fact 
brought out at the autopsy is that the 
weapon used to cut the victim’s throat 
was a medium-sized knife, the blade of 
which was very dull, and left a dark 
and irregular wound.

About this time Allen came stagger­ 
ing tnto the barracks, so weak that he 
is expected to die. He has made an 
ante-mortem statement to the 
effect 
that Crouch, husband of the divorced 
woman, attacked the party, murdered 
the two women and threw him (Allen) 
into a creek. Crouch is under arrest.

FACTS ABOUT MAHOGANY. 


T h e B e a u t if u l W o o d B r o u g h t W ith .Much 
E ffo rt to A m e r ic a . 
It will undoubtedly be news to many 
that the Vast mahogany forests of Nic­ 
aragua are controlled in Boston. 
The 
cutting and shipping of the immense 
exports from that country is a great en­ 
terprise in itself, to say nothing of 
bringing the wood here and manufac­ 
turing it into lumber, says the Boston 
Transcript. 
One steamer plies regu­ 
larly between this port and Central 
America engaged in this trade. 
Five 
hundred thousand to 700,000 feet is her 
usual cargo. While the steamer is now 
on her way to the lumber ports, there 
are somewhere on the seas bound to 
Boston four schooners laden with ma­ 
hogany logs. 
Their cargoes are each 
about 250,000 to 300,000 feet. 
Employ­ 
ed in Nicaragua and the United States 
of Colombia are from 1,000 to 1,500 na­ 
tive workmen and lumbermen. 
These 
are under American bosses. 
The trees 
from which 
mahogany 
furniture 
is 
made vary in age and size. When cut 
they range in age from twnty-five to 
thirty years, and some of them are 
even seventy-five years old. 
They 
average twenty-five inches or more in 
diameter and run as large as forty 
Inches or even more. 
For every ma­ 
hogany tree that is cut two others are 
planted, and thus the forests are prac­ 
tically unexhaustible. 
From the time 
th at the tree is felled to the hour that 
it is dumped off the steamer at the Bos­ 
ton docks is an eventful life for the 
mahogany log. 
The tree is cut into 
the proper lengths and then comes the 
tedious journey to the coast, where it 
is taken on board the vessels bound for 
this port. 
The greater part of the cut­ 
ting is done during the 
dry 
season, 
which in the United States of Colom­ 
bia begins about December I. 
The na­ 
tives of that country seem to make 
better loggers and are better adapted 
to lumbering than the Nicaraguans. In 
Nicaragua the season is more irregular 
and for lumbering is less to be de­ 
pended upon. 
After the tree is cut it 
Is hauled to the nearest waterway and 
rafted to the 
coast. 
The 
logs 
are 
hauled by teams of oxen from one to 
six miles in Nicaragua, but often the 
distance is very much 
greater, 
the 
journey sometimes taking two days. 
The roads consist of paths through the 
forest that 
are 
nothing 
less 
than 
swamps and morasses, through which 
the oxen and horses flounder along. 
Only animals trained to this kind of 
work would ever make any progress 
and American 
beasts would 
wallow 
about perfectly helpless.
